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MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT  FOR  THE  MH  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER.  1991. 


To  the  Mayor.  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Helston. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Borough  of  Helston.  Apart  from  an  epidemic  of  measles  the  year 
can  be  considered  a . satisfactory  one  so  far  as  the  incidence  of 
notifiable  infectious  disease  is  concerned.  Although  chance  plays 
an  important  part  in  the  field  of  statistics,  the  fact  that  during 
the  year  85  live  births  were  recorded,  and  there  wore  no  stillbirths 
and  that  two  infant  deaths  under  the  ago  of  1 year  wore  both  due  to 
major  congenital  defects  and  were  not  preventable  in  the  practical 
sense  cannot  bo  loft  without  comment.  Although  the  general  death 
rate  showed  an  increase  compared  with  the  previous  year,  66 ^ of 
deaths  from  all  causes  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  70  years. 

This  preponderance  of  deaths  of  aged  persons  is,  of  course,  as  it 
should  be, and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  on  no  occasion  has  it 
proved  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  A~J  cf  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  whereby  aged  and  infirm  persons  living  in  insanitary 
conditions  and  in  need  of  c-aro  and  attention  may  bo  removed  to 
hospital  or  other  place  following  a successful  application  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction. 

That  suitable  housing  accommodation  for  aged  and  ambulant 
persons  is  necessary  has  boon  wholeheartedly  accoptcd  by  the  Council, 
but  the  erection  of  houses  to  be  lot  at  an  economic  rent  is  one  which 
is  proving  a heavy  financial  burden  to  small  local  authorities.  The 
problem  of  satisfactorily  accommodating  tho  moro  aged  members  of  our 
community  is  not  likely  to  become  anv  easier  to  solve  in  tho  110a r 
future  and  tho  particulate  responsibility  of  multiple  authorities 
towards  aged  persons  according  to  their  physical,  capabilities  is  one 
which  tends  to  aggravate  rather  than  simplify  those  difficulties.  In 
addition  I fool  I cannot  do  other  than  place  on  record  tho  fact  that 
although  my  duties  include  investigation  of  cases  off  ill -treatment 
or  neglect  of  children  in  tho  area  the  numb or  of  cases  reported  to  no 
within  tho  Borough  have  boon  ncgligablo. 

From  a sanitary  point  of  view  the  year  has  not  boon  without 
progress.  The  enlargement  of  and  improvement  to  the  existing  sowage 
disposal  plant  has  boon  completed  and  is  producing  a satisfactory 
of fluent.  The  unsatisfactory  sewage  disposal  system  in 

Perth lever  however,  still  remains.  Progress  has  been  made  in  the 
adaptation  of  the  Slaughterhouse  in  order  to  improve  not  only  tho 
working  conditions  but  also  facilities  for  inspection  of  carcase  meat. 
Unfortunately  it  cannot  be  said  that  tho  amount  and  extont  of  tho 
alterations  have  proved  of  maximum  benefit  or  havo  fulfilled  tho 
purpose  of  the  original  plan  of  adaptation. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  during  the  year  on  inspection  of 
food  premises  and  .although  some  degree  of  success  can  bo  claimed  there 
still  remains  a great  deal  to  bo  done  boforo  tho  goncral  picture  can  bo 
considered  an  idoal  one.  The  results  of  samples  of  ico-croam  sold  in  tho 
aroa  during  1951  cannot  bo  considered  as  satisfactory,  but  a number  of 
small  manufacturers  havo  now  ccasod  to  manufacture  and  aro  purchasing 
pre-packed  icc-croam  whilst  in  one  further  instance  a technical  defect 
in  the  handling  of  equipment  was  found  to  bo  responsible  for  repeated 
poor  sampling  results  and  has  now  boon  corroctod.  Tho  results  in  tho 
year  1952  show  this  general  improvement  clearly. 

Finally  I cannot  report  any  material  improvement  in  tho  goncral 
practice  of  disposal  of  household  rcfuco  and  the  dearth  of  adequate 
covorod  dustbins  is  real  and  apparont. 

I will  now  proceed  to  make  my  report.

C 0 M M E N T 


For  the  year  1 the  Registrar  C-enoral  has  estinated  the  population 
of  Hclston  to  bo  aoO'i  , an  increase  of  321  over  the  1 950  ostinatc  of  5^20. 
The  development  of  marriod  quarters  for  personnel  at  the  Royal  Naval  Air 
Station  at  Culdroso  is  in  all  probability  responsible  for  this  estimated 
increase  in  population.  The  Birth  Sate  for  the  year  rose  to  1 5*  1 compared 
with  12.8  for  the  previous  year  some  8b  live  births  being  notified  during 
1951  > an  increase  of  18  over  the  previous  year's  figure.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  all  births  during  the  year  wore  live  births  there  being  no 
still  births  recorded  during  this  period.  Similarly  there  were  no  deaths 
attributable  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth.  Of  these  85  live  births  53  (&2 cp) 
were  delivered  in  the  patient's  own  homes,  2~J  (32^j)  were  delivered  in 
hospital  and  5 (6%)  in  Nursing  Homes. 

During  the  yoar  thcro  were  2 infant  deaths  both  occurring  within  the 
first  month  of  life  and  both  due  to  congenital  defects.  One  a premature 
female  infant  died  within  6 days  of  birth  following  an  operation  for 
oesophageal  atresia,  whilst  the  second  infant,  a male  survived  only  50 
minutes  card  was  found  to  bo  suffering  from  a congenital  internal  hydroc- 
ephalus and  ncningococlc.  Neither  of  these  infant  deaths  were  preventable 
in  the  practical  sense  and  the  aetiology  of  congenital  abnormalities  remains 
obscure.  Recent  work  would  suggest  that  virus  infections  during  the  first 
three  months  of  pregnancy  o.g.  German  ilcaslos  predispose  towards  infant 
abnormality  and  consequently  there  arc  strong  grounds  for  exposing  young 
girls  to  this  infoction  before  adult  life  is  reached. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  during  tho  year  1 95^  xrxS 
97  and  incroasc  of  23  over  tho  previous  year's  figure.  However  the  over- 
whelming majority  of  these  deaths,  namely  66 ^ were  of  persons  over  the  c.gc 
of  ~J0  years. 

The  main  causes  of  death  were  heart  disoaso  (34),  malignant  disease 
(17)  raid  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  syston  (11  ).

Transport  is  pror? acd  to  and  from  this  hospital  on  medical  certification 
i ,e  . when  the  pet lent  is  cert  ified  as  medically  unfit  to  travel  by  public 
transport,  'I1  ho  majority  of  births  in  tho  area  occur  in  the  patients'  own 
homes  end  are  attended  by  County  Council  employed  midwives  equipped  with 
and  trainee  in  tiic  use  of  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  apparatus*  Each  expectant, 
mother  due  to  bo  confined  at  home  is  first  examined  by  a local  general 
practitioner  in.  order  to  exclude  any  contra-indication  to  its  use.  As 
previously  reported,  there  wore  85  live  births  notified  during  the  year,  :ie 
still  births  and  the  two  infant  deaths  which  occurred  during  195^  wore 
both  due  to  congenital  defects  .and  not  preventable  in  the  practical  sense* 
Doing  the  year  there  was  1 premature  birth  that  of  a female  infant  who 
died  b days  fo'Li  owing  birth  and  found  to  be  suffering  from  oesophageal 
a+ resin.  The  oritori on  of  prematurity  is  a birth  weight  of  5 y:  lbs,  or  lees 
and  pre sent  day  evidence  would  suggest  that  premature  infants  over  tho 
weight  of  4 l.ba.  are  c-apabic  of  being  nursed  at  home.  In  this  area  tho 
supervision  of  premature  infants  in  the  home  is  undertaken  by  the  assistant 
County  Nursing  Officer «. 

The  midwife  attending  the  delivery  of  an  infant  remains  in  attendance 
for  18  days  following  berth  at  which  stage  the  responsibility  of  supervis- 
ing the  one  oi  lie  infant  is  transferred  to  a trained  Health  Visiter,  In 
this  borough  in  addition  to  two  District  Nurse  Midwivos  who  undertake  some 
Health  Visiting  dahi.cs  one  full  time  Health  Visitor  is  employed.  Every 
encouragement  is  given  to  mothers  to  breast  feed  their  now  infants  but  a 
survey  of  some  infants  born  during  the  year  would  suggest  that  2 out  c 1 
every  5 arc  artificially  fed  within  the  first  two  weeks  following  birth 
vizr  27  infants  out  of  0,  total  of  69  wore  artificially  fed  before  two  weeks 
of  ago. 

The  following  table  divided  into  two  groups^  one  referring  to  infante 
born  in  their  own  homes  (42)  and  the  other  to  infants  born  in  hospital  or 
nursing  homes  (27)  shows  quite  clearly  that  tho  bulk  of  mothers  artific- 
ially feeding  their  infants  do  so  at.  or  shortly  after  birth  the  reason  for 
doing  30  being  predominantly  convenience.

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In.  addition  to  domiciliary  visits  by  Health  Visitors  the  County  .Council 
have  one  Infant  V/clfaro  Clinic  within  the  Borough  situated  at  Mencago  House 
and  holding  weekly  sessions.  This  clinic  is  staffed  by  a Health  Visitor  & 
a District  Nurse  Midwife  and  consultations  are  undertaken  by  an  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officer  trained  in  Infant  V/olfarc  practice.  Immunisations 
and  Vaccination  sessions  are  hold  at  regular  intervals.  A School  Dental 
Clinic  operates  regularly  at  those  same  premises  but  owing  to  the  dearth 
of  School  Dental  Officers  it  has  not  proved  possible  to  inaugerato  a 
comprehensive  scheme  of  dental  treatment  for  expectant  mothers.

In  view  of 
the  ability  of  the  Health  Visitor  to  cover  the  small  number  of  annual 
births  in  this  way,  I do  not  feel  that  any  useful  purpose  would  be  server 
by  inaugorating  another  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  within  the  Borough.

4.  Ambulance  Service 

This  service  administered  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council  continues  to  be 
adman! stored  from  the  main  centre  at  Tolvoan  Depot,  Redruth.  The  conn! oner i- 
of  full,  time  ambulance  drivers  and  attendants  employed  by  the  County  Come  i.x 
for  duties  in  the  area  (viz:  Holston,  Kerrier  and  Comb o rno -Ro druth ) is  used 
entirely  between  the  hours  of  7 a.m.  to  7 P<u»  on  weekdays  and  from  7 a.m.  to 
1 p.n,  on  Saturdays.  .It  all  other  tines  demands  for  Ambulance  transport  arc 
answered  by  local,  divisions  of  the  St.  John's  ambulance  Brigade  who  arc  reim- 
bursed by  the  County  Council  at  an  agreed  rate.  In  this  aroa  the  Iiclston 
Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  is  utilised  at  all  times  during 
the  day  whenever  it  is  available  and  the  service  provided  by  this  unit  merits 
every  praise.  The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  work  undertaken  by  the

Sitting  cr.sc  transport  is  provided  by  the  Hospital  Gar  Service  and  by 
Utilecon  Ambulances  one  of  which  is  permanently  stationed  in  Holston  for 
this  purpose.  During  the  year  extensive  trials  have  been  carried  out  in 
this  area  with  radio  receiving  and  transmitting  sots  fitted  to  ambulances 
and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  trials  have  now  been  successfully 
completed.  Tolvoan  Depot,  Redruth  is  now  equipped  with  a master  transmitting 
and  receiving  set  and  a number  of  ambulances  have  been  fitted  with  smaller 
radios  suitable  for  transmitting  and  receiving  verbal  messages  from  this 
Depot.  It  is  too  early  to  assess  what  improvements  both  in  efficiency  and 
economy  will  result  from  this  innovation,  but  it  is  obvious  that  if  only  at 
specific  periods  the  availability  of  ambulances  will  bo  improved  during 
emergencies. 


The  demands  on  this  service  continue  to  be  heavy,  and  it  would  appear 
that  the  cost  of  this  service  is  one  of  the  highest  in  the  country  as  a 
whole.  Although  the  geography  of  this  County  provides  one  answer  to  this 
problem  of  heavy  costs  there  is  little  doubt  that  a tight  chock  must  be  made 
in  unnecessary  requests  for  Ambulance  transport.

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As  the  year  1 9^*9  shoved  a fairly  lov  incidence  of  measles  in  the 
Borough  it  was  anticipated  that  an  epidemic  vas  imminent,  this  epidemic 
disc.. sc  usually  following  a biennial  cyclic  pattern.  The  first  indication 
of  an  epidemic  vas  noticeable  in  the  lata  Autumn  of  1 950  end  by  the  end  of 
the  year  5 3 cases  had  been  notified,  the  overwhelming  majority  being  in  the 
5-1 0 ago  group.  This  predominance  of  school  ago  cases  at  the  onset  is  not 
atypical  of  this  disease  and  it  is  only  towards  the  end  of  the  outbreak  that 
the  pro  school  ago  group  predominates.  The  reason  for  this  pattern  is 
entirely  one  of  imperfect  isolation  of  the  school  age  patient  who  in  turn 
infects  the  pro  school  ago  child  at  homo  or  elsewhere. 

Although  measles  may  be  and  often  is  accompanied  by  complications  in 
the  form  of  pneumonia  and  car  and  eye  infections  there  were  no  deaths 
recorded  during  the  year.  The  highest  mortality  rate  is  found  in  the  under 
1 year  ago  group  and  vhon  measles  is  epidemic  all  mothers  should  tele  every 
precaution  to  prevent  their  infants  coming  into  contact  with  known  eases . 

It  is  customary  to  isolate  sufferers  for  14  days  after  the  appearance  of  the 
rash  and  family  contacts  under  the  age  of  ~f  years  who  have  not  previously 
suffered  from  this  disease  are  placed  in  quarantine  for  a similar  period. 

Scarlet  F ova r 


Only  1 case  of  scarlet  fever  was  notified  during  the  year  and  only  3 
eases  in  all  have  boon  notified  during  the  past  3 years.  It  is  hardly 
likely  that  this  figure  in  any  way  represents  the  true  picture  as  no  doubt 
very  many  aero  eases  occurred  in  the  area  which  were  not  notified.  Scarlet 
Fever  is  now  a relatively  mild  illness  .and  tho  rash  may  be  so  faint  and 
fleeting  that  it  may  easily  bo  missed. 

Y/hooping  Gough 

15  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year  giving  a ease 
rate  of  2.67  per  1,000  population.  Although  this  is  the  highest  total 
recorded  during  tho  past  three  years  it  compares  favourably  with  the  rost  of 
tho  country. 

Fortunately  this  disease  proves  to  bo  relatively  mild  and  although  may 
be  accompanied  by  complications  c,g.  bronchopneumonia  no  deaths  were 
attributed  to  this  causo.  Tno  highest  fatality  rate  is  as  one  would  expect 
in  the  0-1  year  ago  group  where  bronchopneumonia,  or  convulsions  nay  super- 
vene and  determine  the  prognosis.  It  is  however  gratifying  to  note  that  tho 
extensive  trials  with  vaccines  have  now  reached  such  a pitch  that  their 
universal  application  cannot  be  condemned.  The  main  reason  for  withholding 
general  vaccines  for  prevention  of  whooping  cough  has  boon  tho  difficulty 
of  production  of  a vaccine  of  reliable  potency,  but  it  would  appear  that 
there  is  now  no  reason  to  believe  that  this  is  a sufficient  reason  for 
withholding  prophylactic  injections.  In  the  near  future  inoculation  with 
.an  anti  whooping  cough  vaccine  may  be  a preventive  measure  offered  in 
conjunction  with  immunisation  against  diphtheria  at  our  infant  welfare  clinics 
but  when  and  if  this  does  come  about  it  should  be  carefully  pointed  out  that 
the  most  dangerous  period  of  life  is  the  1st.  year  and  that  innoculation 
should  bo  as  a result  completed  before  tho  infant  has  reached  6 months  of 

age  at  the  latest.  On  the  other  hand  if  a combined  diphtheria . & 'Yhooping 
Cough  vaccine  is  used  the  first  injection  should  bo  given  at  o months  ex  ago. 

Pli  jht.horia 

No  eases  of  diphtheria  wore  notified  during  the  year  1 95^  a repetition 
of  the  previous  throe  years.  It  should  be  made  quite  clear  however  that  tho 
comparative  freedom  of  the  area  from  this  disease  in  no  way  minimises  the 
absolute  necessity  of  ensuring  that  tho  community  ronnina relatively  innun o 
to  this  type  of  infection.  Immunity  to  diphtheria  results  following 
immunisation  preferably  carried  out  in  tho  first  instance  as  soon  after  the 
iuIaM,  j;-oa< -.hoc  six  months  of  age.  Eoiroshor  or  booster  injections  are  then 
g at  4-5  years  i.c.  on  first  entering  school  and  again  at  9 ” ^9  years. 
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During  the  year  1951  there  wore  83  primary  immunisations  and  7 1 
refresher  injections  undertaken  va.tb.in  the  Borough,  77  the  primary 
injections  being  infants  under  5 years  of  age  and  6 in  the  ^-\4  group. 

All  refresher  injections  wore  of  children  in  the  J-14  age  group.  It  is 
estimated  that  approximately  683,  of  children  in  the  0-5  ago  group  and  ~JOy0 
of  the  children  in  the  5“1  5 ago  group  rcsidont  in  the  Borough  have  been 
immunised  against  diphtheria.  Immunisations  are  carried  out  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic  and  at  local  schools  by  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

In  addition  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  immunisation  may  be 
undertaken  at  the  local  doctor's  surgery  for  those  mothers  who  prefer  to 
attend  their  own  family  doctor. 

Dysentery 

One  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  was  notified  during  the  year  and 
accounted  for  8 eases.  6 of  those  eases  were  temporary  residents  and  all 
developed  acute  symptoms  of  nausea,  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  associated  with 
abdominal  colic.  The  symptoms  resolved  however  with  the  minimum  of  treat- 
merit  within  24  - 48  hours  of  onset  and  appeared  to  mimic  food  poisoning 
rather  than  dysentery.  On  further  investigation  it  appeared  that  two  adult 
members  of  this  particular  household  both  of  whom  were  actively  engaged  in 
preparing  food  for  these  residents  wore  both  suffering  from  diarrhoea  of 
approximately  one  weeks  duration.  Bacteriological  examination  cf  stools 
wore  positive  for  Shigella  Sonnei  organisms  and  the  activities  of  the 
foodhandlcrs  wore  limited  until  negative  specimens  were  produced.  No 
further  outbreaks  wore  recorded  in  the  area. 

Tuberculosis 

The  total  number  of  eases  of  tuberculosis  registered  within  the 
Borough  on  the  Jlato  December  195"!  v/as  25  compared  with  26  in  the  previous 
year.  4 cases  wore  added  to  the  I95O  register  and  5 removed  from  this 
register  as  a result  of  recovery,  death  or  transfer  from  the  area.  The  total 
number  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  remaining  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1951  is  as  follows

Of  the  4 eases  added  to  the  register  during  1951  only  1 proved  to  be  a. 
new  ease  the  remaining  3 being  transfers  of  previously  notified  cases  into 
this  area.  The  now  ease  proved  to  be  one  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a 
male  adult  (15-45  ago  group). 

There  were  2 deaths  attributable  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the 
year  one  a female  adult  aged  66  years  and  the  other  a male  adult  aged  6l 
years.

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Hich  tubercular  family  is  on  notification  visited  by  a Health  Visitor 
employed  for  so-:- fie  duties  under  the  Tuberculosis  Prevention  Service 
administered  by  the  County  Council.  Not  only  does  she  offor  advice  on  the 
methods  of  preventing  spread  of  infection  but  also  on  the  many  social, 
domestic  and  financial  problems  common  to  chronic  diseases.  With  the  advent 
of  B.C.Ct-  vaccine  her  duties  in  addition  include  ensuring  that  all  members 
of  the  family  are  clinically-  investigated  at  the  nearest  Chest  Clinics  in 
order  to  ensure  that  no  spread  h-,s  occurred  in  the  family  or  that  no  primary 
ease  is  loft  undiscovered.  All  cent  .cts  under  the  ago  of  40  years  arc 
offered  skin  tests  to  determine  susceptibility  to  infection  the  test  being 
carried  out  by  the  application  of  a jelly  containing  old  Tuberculin  and  by 
Ilantoux  injection.  Any  allergy  to  tubercular  infection  results  in  the 
development  of  a small  area  of  redness  at  the  site  of  injection  -,r  applic- 
ation of  jolly  which  later  fades.  Any  contact  giving  rise  to  no  skin  re- 
action is  regarded  as  "susceptible"  to  primary  infection  and  is  offered 
vaccination  with  B.C.G.  (Bacillo -Calmette  - Guerin  Vaccine 3 

Of  the  18  eases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  remaining  on  the  register  at 
tho  end  of  the  year  3 were  members  of  one  family  and  included  mother, 
daughter  and  step-father.  There  were  no  other  multiple  cases  in  one  house- 
hold although  investigation  showed  that  5 coses  had  a previous  family 
history  of  the  disease.  In  all  the  remaining  cases  no  evidence  of  the 
probable  source  of  infection  was  discovered.  The  housing  conditions  of  all 
but  two  tubercular  households  ’were  considered  to  be  good,  tho  two  whore 
conditions  wore  unsatisfactory  having  made  application  to  the  Council  for 
rehousing.  There  wero  4 households  where  a complete  refusal  to  allow  any 
of  the  family  contacts  to  bo  examined  was  mot  with,  the  total  contacts  in 
these  four  households  being  12  of  whom  5 wero  under  tho  ago  of  20  years. 

The  total  number  of  family  contacts  in  tho  remaining  households  was  29  of 
whom  Ip  attended  the  Chest  Clinic  for  examination,  the  remaining  6 refusing. 
No  evidence  of  disease  was  found  in  tho  Ijj  family  contacts  examined  and  of 
the  13  contacts  under  the  ago  of  40  years  only  4 were  agreeable  to  the 
application  of  skin,  allergy  tests  ail  proving  to  be  tuberculin  positive 
and  therefore  unsuitable  for  3„C,G<,  vaccination.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AaEA. 

I am  indebted  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector  Hr.  N.E.  Whitby  for  the 
following  information e 

V/ater  Supply 

The  built  up  areas  of  the  Borough  and  also  some  of  the  surrounding 
farms  are  supplied  by  the  Kelston  and  Porthleven  ’Water  Company.  The 
remaining  isolated  farms  and  cottages  being  supplied  by  springs  and  wells. 

There  arc  three  main  sources  from  which  the  Company  draws  water,  one 
an  impounding  reservoir  of  somo  three  million  gallons  at  Trcgathcnan  which 
is  fed.  by  springs,  chlorinated  and  piped  by  gravitation  food  to  Kelston 
and  Porthleven.  Tho  second  source  is  from  a mine  adit  situated  at  Trclisk, 
whoro  the  viatc-r  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  being  pumped  to 
Trcgathcnan.  This  second  supply  is  used  in  times  of  drought  to  supplement 
Trcgathcnan  supply.  The  third  source  is  obtained  direct  from  the  River 
Cober,  from  where  it  is  pumped  to  the  reservoir  at  Three  Cross  Y/ondron. 

Tho  plant  at  Throe  Cross  is  of  modern  construction,  tho  water  being  subject 
to  primary  clarification  by  settlement,  followed  by  high  pressure  filtrat- 
ion and  chlorination. 


The  supply  of  water  in  this  district  has  boon  satisfactory  both  from 
quality  and  quantity  stand  points.

Samples  vioro  taken  from  outlying  farms  and  cottages,  and  where  sources 
wore  com terminated,  the  Cornwall  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  were 
informed  and  co-opcrativo  action  taken  in  tho  ease  of  milk  producing 
premises,  and  advice  given  to  others. 


Sewerage 

The  built  up  area  is  sewered  for  foul  and  surface  viator. 

Part  of  Holston  is  sewered  by  gravity  directly  to  the  sewerage 
disposal  works,  the  remainder  is  severed  by  gravity  to  a collecting  sump 
in  the  market,  from  which  it  is  pumped  to  tho  sewage  disposal  works. 

Work  on  the  extension  of  tho  sewage  disposal  viorks  to  provide  for 
balancing  tank,  settlement  tank,  nevi  filters,  sludge  digestion  tanks  and 
drying  beds  is  couplotcd.  Samples  of  tho  effluent  have  boon  taken  during 
tho  progress  of  the  viorks  and  with  each  now  part  being  brought  into 
operation  definite  improvements  have  been  noticed,  with  the  rosult  that  v/o 
arc  now  getting  an  effluent  which  is  extremely  satisfactory.

Private  Enterprise 

A question  which  causes  some  concern  is  that  rents  have  not  risen  in 
relation  to  costs,  and  therefore  the  cost  of  keeping  houses  in  all  respects 
fit  for  human  habitation  becomes  one  of  increasing  consternation  to  owners. 
The  question  of  rents  being  inadequate  to  moot  rising  costs  of  repair  is 
still  a meet  worrying  problem  as  it  will  undoubtedly  lead  to  prematurely 
worn  out  dwellings  with  repercussions  in  the  form  of  severe  financial  burden 
on  Local  Authorities  in  slum  clearance  schemes,  As  owners  of  private 
property  other  than  Council  houses  erected  under  Housing  Acts  this  Local 
authority  is  suffering  from  inadequate  rents  to  moot  the  costs  of  annual 
repairs.
